COACHELLA VALLEY SOILS 
Coachella Valley (Spanish for 
“little shells” 
in allusion to the 
presence of millions 
of micro­ 
scopic fresh-water shells along 
the shores of the Saltón Sea) lies 
in the south-central 
portion of 
Riverside County 
and contains 
nearly 350 seriare miles or some 
220,000 acres. 
It is bounded on 
the southeast by the Saltón Sea, 
which separates it from the Im­ 
perial Valley. 
The San Jacinto 
and Santa Rosa mountains flank 
it on the south and west, while 
the Little San Bernardino, Cot­ 
tonwood, Eagle, Chocolate, and 
Orocopia mountains and the Mec­ 
ca Mud Hills form its northern 
and eastern edges. Palm Springs 
is situated at its northern ex­ 
tremity and Indio at its center. 
Together with the Imperial Val­ 
ley, 
this 
whole 
inland 
basin 
makes up the Colorado Desert. 
The climate of Coachella Val­ 
ley is decidedly arid. 
At Indio, 
which is really more characteris­ 
tic than 
is Palm 
Springs, the 
mean annual tem perature over a 
period of years was 73.4 degrees 
Fahrenheit, with a maximum of 
125 and a minimum of 16 record­ 
ed. 
The driest year (1894) in 
this same city 
showed 
only a 
trace of rain, not even enough to 
be measured, while the wettest 
year (1906) disclosed nearly eight 
inches of rainfall; the average is 
about three inches. 
Silt from Colorado River 
The soils of the Coachella Val­ 
ley are closely linked with the 
history of the Saltón Sea and the 
former Blake Sea or Lake Ca- 
huilla. 
When the mighty Colo­ 
rado River overflowed into this 
huge basin, it dumped its stag­ 
gering load of silt on the bottom 
until the basin had become filled 
to a depth of several 
hundred 
feet with fine sediments. On top 
of this, the basin had been receiv­ 
ing for long periods the alluvial 
sediments washed down from the 
encompassing 
mountains 
and 
hills. 
These soils have accumu­ 
lated under such arid conditions 
and are so dry now that without 
irrigation 
they 
are 
worthless. 
Since the vegetation of the valley 
is typically desert, there are few 
trees or 
grasses 
and 
thus no 
source for humus; consequently 
the soils are rather barren of or­ 
ganic material. 
The source of the soil-forming 
material has 
been 
mainly the 
mountains to the north and west, 
and since these ranges are main­ 
ly granitic, containing high per­ 
centages of mica, 
the resulting 
soils are also 
very 
micaceous. 
These soils also 
contain a high 
amount of soluble mineral salts, 
and they often are so abundant 
as to form injurious accumula­ 
tions of alkali. 
Soil Classifications 
The soils of the Coachella Val­ 
ley 
are 
grouped 
according to 
their age or degree of weathering 
and the manner of their accumu­ 
lation. 
On this basis the follow­ 
ing groups are discerned: The old 
valley-filling soils, recent alluvial 
soils, lake-laid soils, and wind­ 
blown or aeolian soils. The older 
basin-filling soils occur between 
the mountains 
and 
the valley 
floor itself; this series is termed 
the Superstition series, named af­ 
ter the local Superstition Moun­ 
tains. 
It includes 
the 
coarse 
stony and gravelly soils of the 
alluvial fans and except for the 
sandy areas, is too porous to be 
of value in agriculture. 
Those soils derived from re­ 
cent-alluvial materials 
are the 
greatest in extent and the most 
important agriculturally. 
They 
occupy the floor of the valley and 
have their source mainly in the 
W hitewater river. 
These 
soils 
are grouped 
in the Indio series 
and contain much lime and mica. 
The lake-laid soils occur only 
along the edges of the Saltón Sea 
and are stratified 
into distinct 
layers of gray clay, containing 
much alkali. 
They have been 
given the name Woodrow series. 
They support little vegetation be­ 
sides pickleweed 
and 
atriplex 
and are almost worthless from a 
farming viewpoint. 
The wind-blown or aeolian soils 
have been termed the Coachella 
series and are 
practically free 
from alkali. 
They 
too are de­ 
rived from granitic materials or­ 
iginally carried into the valley by 
the W hitewater river and rede­ 
posited by wind on the eastern

Dr. Macartney 
did some very excellent hunting 
with binoculars, however, 
and 
said he saw perhaps a hundred 
or more deer. The scenery in this 
area is extremely beautiful, he 
said, and he and Marriott took 
many 
pictures. 
Fishing 
was 
splendid also and ample 
trout 
were a staple article of the break­ 
fast menu. 
Interesting to note was that 
while each morning there w a s 
from one-quarter to one-half an 
inch of ice on the water, moun­ 
tain flowers still were growing 
profusely in the area, Dr. Ma­ 
cartney said. 
The worthy Doctor 
and 
his 
companion took eleven blankets 
along with them, slept with three 
underneath and the rest over, in 
addition to a couple of tarpaulins, 
but still were not any too warm, 
Dr. Macartney reported. 
“It was a difficult trip to make,” 
he commented, “but most enjoy­ 
able and worthy of the effort.” 
He and Mrs. Macartney returned 
to Palm Springs last SatiA-day.

Other Soil Areas 
In addition 
to 
these 
main 
groupings, two other areas are 
distinguishable in Coachella Val­ 
ley. 
These are dune sand and 
rough broken 
and 
stony land, 
both of which have no agricul­ 
tural value. 
Of these soil series, over one- 
fourth of the valley consists of 
the Coachella fine 
sandy type. 
Another fourth is of the stony 
gravelly 
Superstition 
series. 
Nearly a third fourth is compos­ 
ed of the Indio clay loam. Only 
five percent is of the Woodrow 
or lake-laid type. 
Twelve per­ 
cent of the land is covered by 
rough broken 
stony 
land, and 
nearly four percent by 
dunc- 
sand. 
Alkali 
Whereas in chemistry an alkali 
is any substance which neutraliz­ 
es acids, in agriculture it is any 
common mineral salt, regardless 
of chemical reaction, which oc­ 
curs in sufficient quantity so as 
to prove injurious to crops. The 
commoner alkalis in Coachella 
Valley are sodium chloride (or­ 
dinary table salt), sodium sul­ 
phate, sodium bicarbonate (bak­ 
ing soda), calcium chloride, so­ 
dium carbonate 
(black alkali), 
and calcium carbonate 
(lime). 
Plants least affected by alkaline 
soils are the date palm, rice, and 
Rhodes grass. 
Only sixteen per­ 
cent of the valley is strongly af­ 
fected with alkali; nearly seven­ 
ty percent is alkali-free. 
Crops grown in the valley in­ 
clude 
dates, 
cotton, 
onions, 
grapes, winter truck crops, alfal­ 
fa, grain-hay, milo, oranges, and 
grapefruit. 
Raising of poultry 
and poultry products and some 
dairying is also practiced. 
Date 
orchards predominate, with the 
valley 
supplying 
most 
of the 
dates produced in America. The 
date industry began in 1904. a nr!

DEATH TAKES 
SUPERVISOR 
ED. C. TALBOT 


E dw ard C. Talbot, county su­ 
pervisor from the fifth super­ 
visorial district since 1934, suc­ 
cum bed to a h eart attack at 12:15 
Sunday noon a t his Perris home. 
C oroner Ben F. W hite, who 
w ent to the Talbot hom e to in­ 
vestigate, accom panied 
by U n­ 
dersheriff S. F. Lynch, learned 
th a t Mr. Talbot suffered a pre­ 
lim inary heart seizure at 7 a. m., 
w hile he w as in a P erris cafe. 
A t th at tim e the stricken m an 
toppled from a stool. 
Tow ard noon, Mr. T albot grew 
m ore ill and expressed the de­ 
sire to die. A physician w as re­ 
sum m oned, but Mr. Talbot passed 
aw ay before his arrival. 
The body was rem oved to the 
E verett and Peterson m ortuary in 
Elsinore. C oroner W hite signed 
out the death as resulting from 
natu ral causes. Mr. Talbot is sur­ 
vived only by his wife. 
A leading resident of the Perris 
valley for m ore than 25 years, 
Mr. Talbot, who w as 65 years of 
age, w as a native of Louisville, 
Ky. He had w orked in th e p rin t­ 
ing trade in the East and then in 
th e coffee business in San F ran­ 
cisco and Los A ngeles before set­ 
tling in Riverside county. 
He was tw ice elected president 
of the Perris Valley C ham ber of 
Comm erce and then held th e ex­ 
ecutive position for the Riverside 
County Cham ber of Commerce 
before announcing his candidacy 
for supervisor from the fifth dis­ 
trict in 1934. 
In Perris he w as affiliated with 
the Lions Club and was also a 
Mason. He also at one tim e serv­ 
ed on the board of trustees of 
Perris union high school district. 
Supervisor Talbot was regard­ 
ed as the most outspoken m em ber 
of the county board, and recent­ 
ly had staged a one-m an battle 
against the state social w elfare 
adm inistration to place 
county 
w elfare staffs under county-con­ 
trolled m erit system s rath er than 
under the direct jurisdiction of 
th e state. 
A year ago’ Mr. T albot had 
been in ill health, requiring a 
m ajor surgical operation and was 
absent for several w eeks from 
board meetings. 
The sudden passing of Mr. Tal­ 
bot w as the second occasion in 
recent years in w hich death had 
claim ed a county supervisor. In 
1939 Supervisor Thom as F. Flah­ 
erty of the second district died a 
few m onths after election to of­ 
fice. 
G overnor Olson is em pow ered 
to appoint a new fifth district 
supervisor to succeed Mr. Talbot.

The building would 
have accommodations for itiner­ 
ant flyers, executive offices, ad­ 
- 
ditional office space for a city 
airport manager, air lines and so 
forth. Wings of the building 
would be 24 feet by 100 feet. 
Shubert said he would erect 
the structure at a cost of $100.­ 
000 to himself. In return he would 
like a twenty-five year franchise 
from the city for sale of gas, 
service, instruction and charter 
ships. Some of these rights he 
would want exclusively. The 
buildings would be 
operated 
throughout the year. Shubert said 
he would like early action on his 
proposal so that work might be 
started immediately. He said it 
would require four to five 
months to construct. 
To Study Project 
Mayor Phil Boyd, Councilman 
Cliffton and others put various 
questions to Shubert and were 
given lucid and candid infoima- 
yjaktion about what he planned. It 
W w a s explained by the Mayor that 
the council would like to have 
more time to study this, as well 
as other propositions. Shubert 
said he would be in Palm Springs 
over this wekend and plans were 
made to confer with him further 
about the plan. 
Another important proposal at 
the meeting was that of City 
Manager John Lange that the 
city effect a saving of $500 or 
more annually by eliminating 
fire, theft'and collision insurance 
on various city vehicles with the 
exception of one large fire truck, 
t 
After considerable discussion the 
plan was referred to the finance 
committee for further study and 
report back at the next meeting. 
Lease Is Approved 
City fathers approved a lease 
with Mr. and Mrs. Louis Gautiel- 
lo for the present quarters of the 
city court, waste disposal depart­ 
ment and city judge on North 
Palm Canyon Drive. The lease is 
for $100 a month for a period of 
two years. 
On recommendation the city 
manager, Dick Taylor, city direc­ 
tor of recreation, was given a $20 
monthly travel allowance for his 
automobile. Taylor’s work in pro­ 
moting interest in various local 
recreations drew words of praise 
from Mayor Boyd and Council­ 
man Plymire. 
There were no protests to li­ 
quor license applications by Mar­ 
cus Cafe, Monte Monhollen of the 
Plaza Pharmacy, C. King Char- 
ney of the Lone Palm, H o m e r 
King. Cataldo Sabatella, who will 
operate the former Steak House 
of Joe Abodara, and Charles N. 
Bosworth grocery concern. 
Traffic Ordinance 
After discussion pro and con 
City Attorney Roy Colgate was 
requested to draw up an ordin­ 
ance providing a no parking zone 
across from the Frances S. Stev­ 
ens elementary school on North 
Palm Canyon Drive and no U 
turns at the intersection of Palm 
Canyon Drive and Andreas Road. 
The council approved applica­ 
tion of the Palm Springs State 
Guard company to hold a dance 
tomorrow (Saturday) night at 
Rogers’ Stables and waived the 
customary fees. 
* 
City Attorney Colegate had a 
little trouble restraining his own 
mirth and so did the other city 
officials and spectators when 
Colegate explained that there 
seemed to be still a little delay 
about installation of the police 
radio. The radio was ordered last 
winter. Pearson and DeLane, 
awarded the contract, have re­ 
ported delay after delay due to 
defense emergencies and o t h e r 
causes. 
Wednesday, Colegate reported. 


Pearson was in Palm Springs to 
explain that the radio at last was 
complete but that it needed 36 
hours of testing. He said that he 
definitely would be here next 
Monday to install the radio. 
Ambulance Provision 
On recommendation of the city 
manager, the council voted to pay 
Whit Denham, operator of a ga­ 
rage across from the city offices,

point Mayor Boyd said he would 
like to see some plan worked out 
whereby persons who might want 
to contribute to upkeep of the 
ambulance be enabled to do so. 
He also expressed the thought 
that the fine work of the Lions 
Club in raising money for the 
ambulance be recognized in some 
manner, possibly a plaque on the 
vehicle. 
The council passed a motion 
to add two more possible sites 
for the proposed public health 
clinic, to the two already under 
consideration, and that the city 
clerk advise the zoning board of 
the request for establishment of 
the clinic with all four sites to be 
considered. 
The four are: the 
Gray property on Indian avenue, 
Gautiello property on Indian ave­ 
nue, old manse property and the 
Belardo Road property. 
Speedy Action Urged 
Mayor Boyd declared that with 
$5,000 available for the clinic, 
$8,000 more to be had from the 
state and with a group of enthus­ 
iastic Woman’s Club members 
ready to work on the project, “it 
seems a shame we can't get going 
immediately on the clinic.” 
The zoning board was asked to 
take speedy action. 
Earle Strebe appeared before 
the council as representative of 
Ed Bunker, owner of the old pool 
hall structure, to outline plans 
for development of the property. 
Strebe said it was hoped to oper­ 
ate the building as a pool hall for 
a time longer, possibly through 
the season, with the expectation 
of building a new modern struc­ 
ture there and of developing the 
entire corner on Andreas Road 
and Indian. It was brought out by 
Strebe that it is desirable to re­ 
tain the non-conforming right as 
a pool hall and that continuance 
of the pool hall was essential to 
plans of development of the cor 
ner as a whole. 
Action Is Deferred 
There was much discussion 
concerning the status of the 
building as a hazard, as to pos­ 
sible safeguards. Strebe was ad­ 
vised that it is up to the city 
building inspector to handle the 
m atter and that he will confer 
with the city attorney, city man­ 
ager, fire department and mem­ 
bers of the council to try to work 
out the best solution. 
While the good old tumbleweed 
may be an inspiration to compos­ 
ers of popular western ballads, 
council members and City Street 
Superintendent Jerry Sanborn 
branded it as most undesirable 
in Palm Springs. Tumbleweed is 
a primary cause of hay fever, it 
was generally agreed. The dis­ 
cussion was brought about by a 
letter from Robert Ransom ask­ 
ing that something be done to 
eliminate obnoxious weeds, prin­ 
cipally tumbleweeds, about the 
town.

City Manager Submits First Monthly 


Report Which Graphically Details 


Various Activities of City Offices

Evoking favorable comment from members of the city council 
Wednesday night was the first monthly report of John D. Lange, 
Palm Springs' first city manager, who took over his new office the 
first of September. The report covers the month of September, is 
most comprehensive and may be studied in detail at the city hall. 


As Lange points out, “It is pro­ 
posed that this report will be pre­ 
sented regularly for the purpose 
of compiling in a single document 
the activities and development of 
the various city department, and 
supplementing the formal histor­ 
ical records of the city’s progress 
in governmental functions.” 
The report shows, among many 
items, that the city clerk’s office 
issued thirty-nine business licens­ 
es during the month of Septem­ 
ber and that the largest number 
of these, seven, were for dance 
places. 
Treasurer's Report 
The city treasurer reports total 
collection for the month of $2,­ 
664.69 and total disbursements of 
$8,423.30. This leaves a balance 
at the end of September of $35,­ 
380.77 of which $14,302.46 is ear­ 
marked for liquor license fund 
and in lieu tax fund. 
Activities of the building de­ 
partm ent in issuance of permits 
and in warning 
establishments 
about sign ordinance 
violations 
also are detailed as are those of 
City Judge Guy Pinney and the 
fire department. 
The police department handled 
a total of twenty-eight cases dur­ 
ing the month and investigated 
fifty-seven complaints. 
Value of 
stolen property amounted to $856 
of which $825 was recovered. Po­ 
lice 
department 
responded 
to 
three emergency calls requiring 
the use of the recently acquired 
ambulance. 
As the report emphasizes the 
street department had a very ac­ 
tive month and accomplished a 
great deal in the construction of 
additional roadways. 
Work on 
Mesquite Road, Sunrise Way and 
McCallum Parkway were 
high­ 
lights. Ninety street signs were 
installed to facilitate the house to 
house delivery of mail. 
Waste disposal department ad­ 
ded 219 new 
accounts 
during 
September. City Manager Lange 
also says “The new method of 
charging 
for 
waste 
collection 
service has involved favorable as 
well as critical comment.” 
Municipal airport, health 
and 
sanitation, department of recrea­ 
tion activities, all are described 
in Lange's report. The recreation 
departm ent’s promotion of inter­ 
est in swimming, softball and 
weekly bridge parties are com­ 
mented upon particularly.
